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EDUCATION FOR OUR SENIOR CITIZENS

"Grandma's going to school again!" This statement seemed sufficiently 
newsworthy to rate the front page of an upstate New York commmity some 
months ago, The article went on to state that an increasing number of 
older men and women are taking part in different types of educational pro- 
grams although these are not always along traditional patterns. 


Although “education for the aging" is a new accent in adult education, 
it is not a new concept for it is inherent in the philosophy that the need 
for learning is continuous throughout life in the total life adjustment of 
the individual, What, then, are the conditions or problems of later matu- 
rity that make continued learning a necessity, and why "special classes" 
for the aging? These conditions or problems of later life largely result 
from loss of one's major life role brought on by retirement or widowhood, 
There is need, therefore, to help large numbers of retired and widowed 
persons find avocational interests and skills for purposeful and satisfying 
activity. From the point of view of the older person's health, too, there 
appears to be a direct relationship between a wide range of interests and 
good mental health and between good mental health and physical well-being. 


In addition to avocational interests and skills, for some older men 
and women there is a need to develop vocational skills as a means for sup- 
plemental income, This is also a felt need of many women in their fifties 
who are widowed or whose children have grown up. 


Still another educational need exists for our senior citizens — as 
much societal as it is personal -- to help preserve the social functions 
of the individual which, in turn, requires continuity throughout the entire 
life span of growth in information, kmowledge, and understanding. Citi- 
zenship responsibilities require understanding based on up-to-date facts, 
Individuals, over the years, build up their own frame of reference with 
respect to personal beliefs, assumptions, and convictions that often be- 
come obsolete in later years, For many older men and women this necessi- 
tates changing fixed attitudes and the acquisition of 
new information, sometimes referred to as “learning and 
unlearning." In light of the dynamics of ow society 
and the rapidity with which our population is aging, 
this is a social imperative, 


For these reasons it is important that educational 
opportunities be created which will help the older per- 
son find a continuity of experience that has within it 
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satisfying social relationships, purposeful and meaningful activity, pres- 
ervation of existing skills, personal development and growth through 
learning and unlearning. 


In most existing adult education programs <= public school, college, 
library, etc, <- some older men and women are participating in a wide va- 
riety of educational pursuits, but the number is very small in spite of 
the fact that retired people have fewer competitions against their time 
than most working people have, The reasons for this vary considerably, 
but the following have been given by older people when approached with the 
question: (1) they do not like to attend night classes (when most adult 
education is offered) because they can't see well at night; (2) because 
they are tired at the end of the day; (3) because it is harder to travel 
about at night when weather conditions are poor; (4) because most school 
buildings have too many steps to climb and some have a remote approach; 
(5) the desks are too low and seats uncomfortable; (6) the lighting is in- 
adequate; (7) some feel they would prefer studying informally with people 
of their own age; (8) some hesitate to enroll for adult education because 
they aren't sure of their own interests and abilities and some are fright~ 
ened by the word "education" but responded differently when asked what, 
if anything, they would like to study for fun, 


It is appar- 
ent, therefore, 
that educational 
opportunities for 
today's senior 
citizens must be 
created at all 
levels, ranging 
from the collegiate 
to the informal 
type where educa- 
tion is an integral 
part of a larger 
social program, For 
collegiate institu- 
tions this means 
offering noncredit 
courses tuition 
free, A precedent 
for this has al- 

ready been established by a number of colleges throughout the country. For 
public school adult education it means scheduling courses of special in- 
terest to older men and women during the day and at a place convenient to 
them, It means also extending the adult education program to include 
courses in preparation for retirement beamed at the middle-aged person to 
help him make a blueprint for retirement living and develop the necessary 
understandings and skills to make that blueprint become a reality, In 
addition it means that the public school, in cooperation with other local 
agencies, has a responsibility for establishing educational and recreational 
programs for that type of older person who needs to be motivated through 
satisfying social experiences before he can participate in educational ac- 
tivities, Programs such as this, in the nature of senior citizens clubs 
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and day centers, are now being operated by public schools, libraries, 
churches, and a wide variety of public and private agencies, Similar pro- 
grams are being organized in public and private homes for the aged, 


Experience throughout the country has shown that many older men and 
women do respond to educational programs where such opportunity is given 
them and do profit from them, There is also reason to believe that many 
more senior citizens will seek further education when the pursuit of 
knowledge and creative activity carry as much status and respect for the 
individual so engaged as working for livelihood,

Salute to History: Celebration of the 180th anniversary of the adoption 
of the New York State Constitution took place on April 20, 1957 at the 
New York National Guard Armory, Kingston, Addresses were presented by 
Governor Harriman; Henry Steele Commager, Professor of History, Columbia 
University; the Honorable Albert Conway, Chief Judge, New York State Court 
of Appeals; the Honorable Donald H, Mead, Mayor, City of Syracuse. The 
original manuscript of the New York State Constitution and other historic 
documents of the New York State Library were exhibited. 
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On April 24 the Regents honored Alexander Hamilton, Regent of the 
University of the State of New York, 1784-87, with an address given by 
Harold C, Syrett, Professor of History, Columbia University, and music 
by the Oneonta Senior High School choir, The Honorable Roger W, Straus, 
Chancellor of the University, presided, An exhibition of books and manu~ 
scripts relating to Hamilton from the collections of the New York State 
Library was arranged in the rotunda where a reception was held following 
the meeting in Chancellors Hall. On display was the very rare first ed- 
ition of the United States Constitution as approved in 1787, A copy of 
the John Trumbull portrait of Hamilton now in the National Gallery of 
Art, Washington, D.C., done by Gregory Stapko, was also on view, 


Dr. Nyquist Appointed Deputy Commissioner: Effective May 1, Dr, Ewald 
B, Nyquist was appointed to the position of Deputy State Commissioner of 
Education by the New York State Board of Regents, In recommending Dr, 
Nyquist, Commissioner James E, Allen, Jr, stated: "Dr. Nyquist has served
